This area of Lake Avenue has some limited business uses and 
designations in place at this time. The Comprehensive Plan also 
indicates this area as being of commercial potential. The 
cemetery property could serve as a buffer separating commercial 
and residential uses, or to lessen the impact of those commercial 
uses. 


The requested B-3-B classification would allow general commercial 
uses ranging from auto showrooms and repair to nightclubs, etc. 
The intensity of a general business or B-3-B use can be much 
greater than those of lower classifications. While development 
on the north side of Lake does indicate some commercial or 
"office type" uses, we still have active residential properties 
to be considered. The requested B-3-B designation may not only 
be too intense for this situation, but may also establish an 
unfair precedent for this or similar areas, as the only existing 
commercial designation (other than on Coliseum Blvd) is B-1-B.
